SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book contains sexual description which is expressly stated in a graphic manner, 
intended to titillate the reader. Under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, the publication is identified as dealing with matters of sex in 
such an explicit manner that harm is considered likely to be caused to the public good 
should the publication be generally available. 

In the forming of this decision, due consideration has been given to the criteria under 
the FVPC Act and the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The freedoms outlined 
under section 14 of the NZBR Act have been balanced against the likely harm to the 
public good identified in this under the FVPC Act. Due to the explicit nature of the 
sexual imagery contained in the description, restriction to an adult audience under the 
FVPC Act is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law, enabling the rights 
and freedoms of adults only to access this material. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies the book entitled Cleo Erotica as a 
restricted publication namely:
